•that has ever appeared. This Is a scien- 
tific, technical analysts of the wages 
paid in the cotton mills of this country 
and of England for dolnjj certain spe- 
cial classes of work. It will be remem- 
bered Uia.t when we have hod election 
eampalgns'ln this country, U has been 
a common practice of the defenders of 
extreme protection to prepare lists o£

An English 
operative employed In weaving substan- 
llallyslnillar goods runs four looms and 
earns K per week ;ihat Is, the Ameri- 
can wage earner docs more than douBle 
the amount of work that the' ttngllsh 
wape earner performs and gets for U 
considerably less than twice as much 
pay.

that so-far us labor coet goes, in near- 
ly all of our industries we could under- 
sell the world If the obstructions and 
interferences of our protective tariff, 
were entirely removed.

Three Rounds—Sullivan Got the 
Decision. 


New York, Sept. 27.—There were fijlly 


ICCO people In the arena of Ihe Greater 
New York Athletic club Monday night 
to pee the contest tor I lie featherweight 
.championship between Sol^v Binith of 
LOE Angeles inn) Dave Sulllran. the Irish 
pugilist, who has fousht his way into 
prominence on both sides of the Allan- 
tic ocean. Under the llortun law gov- 
erning boxing contests In this stale, 
flKllts to a llnlsb are not permitted, and 
•the llslit was arranged'to go 25 rounds. 
With t he understanding thai the l.os An- 
ccles boxer waa defending the title. 


J.OPIK befoie the doors ot the clubhouse 


|wei-e thrown open groups of sporting 
men met In the thoroughfares leading to 
tile ic'eirc of the encounter and wagered 
plenty of money on the result. 
While 


Smith's record placed him in the posi- 
tion of favorite, his backers were not 
Very anxious to lay odds on their man, 
nud the majority of bets were made a.t 
even. 


While the men were bclnfr prepared 


by 
their 
handlers "Spike" Sullivan. 


Dave's brollier, made a tour ot the boxes 
In the enclosure and took all the Smith 
money In sight. 
He began with mukinjr 


feels at even, but soon hnd (o lay too to 
00. and wound up with making several 
wagers nMOO to 75 on bis brother. 


As soon as the men stripped it wasscon 


. that they were in splendid condition. At 


a o'clock both weighed under 122 pounds, 
the weight which the articles of agree- 
ment called for. Smith and Sullivan 
agreed to conform to the Marquis of 
Queensbury rules anl lo break clean 
whe:i ordered by the referee. 


In the opening roui d Smith led for the 


body, but did not reach the marlt. Sul- 
livan tried tor tile head, but also fulled. 
Then he got to the body lightly with Ills 
right. 
Solly made a couple of wild 


swings, which were wasted on the atmos- 
phere, and Dave sent left and right to 
the body and ribs. 
Light sparring end- 


ed the round. 


Sullivan forced the pace in the second, 


Fending his Icfi to Ihe body, and Solly 
(Tot his left to the face. 
Sullivan played 


for the wind with the left, binding, and 
then sent his right over to the head. 
Light Txchanccs followed! and Smith 
swui g Ills left hard on top of Dave's 
head. 
Have st-nc a hard left to the pit 


of the Eton-inch, and the rigbl went over 
to the side of Solly's head. Smith's rc- 
tP y was astlalght left (lush on the face. 
The b?ll found them clinched. 


Smith was the uggrcssor In the third, 


chopping ins lefi on the neck, but bin 
right for the head was blocked. Sulli- 


van dodged a rush ot Smith's and scnl 
his left to the face, lie repeated this 
blow twice over. Sally tried a Ictt und a 
right swing, but Dave wus too wise and 
Hot awuy from them safely; 
be went 


back quickly wllh bis left on the body 
and a sharp, quick right on the bead. 


NVhen they came togethcr-in Ihc fourth 


Solly swung his left for the head, and 
the glove jusl grazed Dave's bnlr. Dave, 
then shot his left to the 
face and fol- 


lowed with his right hand on the wind. 
Smith swung his right on Dave's left 
eye, raishiRa.email lump. Sullivan beiit 
low and lay up OKiilnsl Smith's body, all 
the while protecting Ills htnd, and then 
suddenly upucruul Smith on the face 
with his left. Smith did not uro his left 
hand in Ibis round and It was evldcnlly 
Injured In Ibe preceding round. 


This wua more noticeable in Ihe fifth, 


as Holly did all his work with the right. 
He swung his rlybt several limes, but 
r>ave eot awny from It, and the ref- 
eree. srcelnB that something was wroni: 
with Smith, held Sullivan back. Dave 
broke awny from 'the referee and rushed 
at Smith. He sent his left to the wind 
and crossed his right over to the head 
twice. Smith trying to avoid him and oc- 
casionally swinging his right and land- 
Ins on the body and neck until the bell 
rang. 


Referee Brown would not allow the 


men to go any further and slopped the 
contest when they went to their corners. 
Sullivan walked across the ring when 
the cent' rang for 
the sixth round.
